The famous photograph of the 
former emperor of Germany tak- 
en by a Duich photographer dis- 
gruised as a peasant, from the top 
of a hay wagon. The upper pic- 
ture shows General Dommes 
reading to the former kaiser a 
telegram announcing the coming 
of the former German crown 
nrinee, who arrived that evening 
for his first visit to his parents 
since he went into exile. The 
kaiser and kKaiserin stand facing 
each other. Lower: The former 
emperor taking his morning walk 
along the most secluded path in 
the wardens of the Bentinck cas- 
tle at Amerongen, accompanied 
by Adjutant General Dommes, 
The photo-shows the remarkable 
changes in the face and figure of 
the abdicated monarch, including 
untrimmed mustache, white van- 
dyke beard and a long whitened 
hair, with sacksuit, felt hat and 
walking stick replacing the gold 
and gray uniform and shining 
sword of the former German war 
lord is indicased in each picture 
by an arrow. 


William Hohenzolern, deposed 
and exiled ex-ruler of the German 
empire, is no longer aking even 
a shadow of pretense to lartial 
bearing. The upturned, spiked mus- 
taches have gone. The overbear- 
ing, swaggering carriage has dis- 
appeared. No longer does the with- 
ered left arm rest and camouflage 
its impotency upon the golden hilt 
of a dragoon’s giistening sword. 

Now, he is a bent and bowed old 
man. Wearing a simple sack suit, 
with a white Vandyke beard, an un- 
and long white 
hair, he looks the part whieh he 
must henceforth fill upon the stage 
of life. The part of a broken, dis- 
credited criminal, slipping fast into 
the years of dotage that but precede, 
ali too slowly, the day when he shal} 
pass forever out of life, unmourned, 
unhallowed and unsung.

secured, despite all his precautions, 
and are hérewith, published so that 
all-who will may see. 

The photographer rode outside the 
wall where the kaiser takes his 
morning walks. His vehicle was a 
large hay wagon, loaded with hay. 
Diszuised as a peasant, Ruber Vel- 


leman waited, with his camera com 
' cealed, 


for his opportunity. Soon 
it came and he took several pic- 
tures. As he was standing upon top 
of the load focusing his camera, the 


‘kaiser saw him and immediately dis- 


played great agitation and called to 
General Dommes. Castle guards 
seized the photographer and de- 
manded the exposed negatives. 

But Velleman had already passed 
the precious plates to his assistant, 
who nad taken them away. The 
guards were handed two- photo- 
graphic plates, bur tney were unex- 
posed! 

Later Velleman and his compan- 
ion were again arrested on a charge 
of assault, and it. was only after 
long delay that they finally suc- 
ceeded in getting the pictures they 
went to so much pains to secure 
out of the country.

Idleness of the miners, with 
funds available for their support, 
makes it doubtful if they can hold 
out for any extended period, ac- 
cording to the view of men familiar 
with strike conditions. It is large- 
ly because of this fact that labor 
leaders themsé]lves look for early 
peace in the industry. 

Three conciliators of the depart- 
rveant of labor, here from the coal 
fields, were in eenference with of- 
ficials o£ the department today, and 
gave first hand information as to 
actual conditions. They were Hymel 
Davis and James Purcell, of Ken- 
tucky, and William Rogers, of Iowa. 

May Curtail Train Service. 

The question of possible curtail- 
ment of train service has been left 
to regional directors for determina- 
tion, although railroad men agreed 
that unless the strike is brought to 
a quick end it may be necessary 
to reduce sharply both freight and 
passenger service. The railroad ad- 
ministration is ready to seize such 
coal as it needs and move the rest

One of the first undertakings of 
the committee, which will. be in 
almost continuous session through- 
Out the emergency, was to begin a 
Survey of the situation to deter- 
mine how much coal.is on hand and 
how much may be expected from 
the mines continuing in operation. 
W hen this has been completed the 
committee may be able to proceed 
more liberally with its allotments. 

Committee Statement, 

Following is the committee’s 
Statement, inifull: 

in accordance with the government's plans 
to prevent industrial paralysis and suffer- 
ng among the people as a result of the coal 
miners’ strike, all coal in transit on tie 
railroads and which may be mined has been 
taken over by thé United States fuel admin- 
istration and will be distributed to the pub- 
lic as needed in accordance with the prefer- 
ence list of the fhel administration in effect 
after May 1, 1918. 

Because of the impracticability of re-estab- 
lishing immediately the vast organization 
operated by the fuel administration during 
the war, the task has been assumed, under 
the authority of the United States fuel ad- 
uinistrator, by the director general of rail- 
roads, who will make the distribution 
through regional committees in each of the 
seven regions into which the railroad op- 
erations are divided under government con- 
trol. There will be a central committee at 
Washington which will eo-ordinate the ef- 
forts of the regional organizations. On each 
of the committees, in addition to the rail- 
road representatives, there will be a member 
representing the fuel administrator.

Believe Facts Misrepresented. 

Only the department of justice ap- 
parently was standing perfectly pat. 
Reports from bureau .of investiga- 
tion agents in the field indicated 
that many union miners were loath 
to answer the strike call, and were 
looking for a way to go back to 
work, hoping first that this way 
would be through a settlement of 
the strike. The department is in- 
clined to believe that the union or- 
ganization in the field, at least upon 
the present issue, is not as strong as 
the union leaders have represented. 

In the midst of these undercur- 
rents moving in government de- 
partments today appeared J. Hamil- 
ton Lewis, former United States sen- 
ator from Illinois, with the start- 
ling prediction that President Wil- 
son will go to congress at the open- 
ing of the December session with 
the proposal that the coal mines 
and oil wells be taken over and op- 
erated by the government.

ties.” 

Called at White House. 

former senator was a caller

The statement of Mr. Lewis, how- 
ever, was without substantiation by 
rovernment officials and there was 
no Indication that the physical steps 
taken by the administration to meet 
the walkout and keep the supply 
of coal moving have heen altered. 
The railroad administration, armed 
with power delegated to it by Dr. 
Harry A. Garfield, federal fuel ad- 
going forward with 
its plan to distribute coal on the 
basis of the war-time priority lists. 

The government price maxims on 
bituminous coal have been definite- 
Ivy restored. Dr. Garfield will be 
back in Washington Tuesday, and 
if the situation warrants probably 
will meve to revive government 
prices for anthracite coal. Such a 
step, however, is not exnected unless 
signs of profiteering in hard coal 
are evident.

PLANS FOR OPERATION 
OF GOVERNMENT SHIPS 


Washington, November 3.—Predic- 
tions that ships flying the American 
flag will almost equal the tonnage of 
Great Britain by the end of 1920, 
were made in the senate today by 
Senator Jones, republican, of Wash- 
ington, chairman of! the senate com- 
merce committee, in introduicng his 
bills proposing alternative plans for 
a permanent federal shipping policy.

With prospective completion of 
the government’s war shipbuilding 
program by December 31, 1920, Sen- 
ator Jones said the United States, 
including coastwisSe vessels, wili 
have a merchatn fleet of about 18.,- 
000,000 tons, nearly that of Great 
Britain, and, he added, the two na- 
tions will control abaqut two-thirds 
of the world’s tonnage. 

“We do not desire, and 
our purpose, to drive other nations 
off the sea,” said: Senator Jones, 
“but we do want to do, and we ought 
to do, at leagt our proportionate 
part of our ownand the world’s car- 
rying trade, so that our commerce 
shall have a fair chance in the 
world’s markets, and that we may 
hereafter be fully prepared for the 
emergency.” 


Future Ship Policy. 


Regarding the government’s future 
shipping policy, Senator Jones said 
about eight million of the twelve 
million tons under the American flag 
in foreign trade wil be government- 
owned. “We may differ about gov- 
ernment ownership,” he said, “but 
that can be no issue. The govern- 
ment owns these ships, whether we 
will or no. We must not allow pri- 
vate parties to take the cream of 
this shipping and let the govern- 
ment hold the balance to dispose of 
ata great sacrifice. Grant that gov- 
ernment ownership should end as 
soon aS may be, it must be brought 
about, aS nearlyas may be, without 
unnecessary sacrifice. No one can 
reasonably hope that private enter- 
prisé and capital, in the face of for- 
eign competition and handicapped 
iby our own inexperience, will be 
able to absorb and take over all this 
shipping in a short while.”

Of course you have heard the rich 
rumble of a circus wagon and no 
doubt can recall it to mind.
